University System 
Tightens Standards 


It’s going to become increasingly diffi- 
cult for young Georgians desiring higher 
education to enroll in the state’s public 
and private colleges and universities. 

On The Constitution’s Press Gallery 
television program Sunday, three top 
educators dealing with the admissions 
problem of the university system, Emory 
and Agnes Scott related ‘the facts bluntly. 

Emory already rejects more tan half 
its applicants. Agnes Scott rejects three 
out of four. Units of the university sys- 
tem will be forced to turn down around 
2,000 prospective students this fall.- 

In order to insure more careful screen- 
ing, the university system this year will 
adopt the College Entrance Examination 
Board’s Scholastic Aptitude Test, a 
method already in use at Emory and 
Agnes Scott. It becomes the first state uni- 
versity system to resort to this type of 
selective enrollment. 

The reason, of course, is that funds 
available for higher education have not 
kept pace with demand and with popu- 
lation growth. In order to maintain qual- 
ity of the product, quantity must be re- 
stricted until funds are found. 

The problem will grow worse in the 
next few years, say the educators. Lack 
of dormitory space and competent teach- 
ers will remain with us for some time 
to come. 

In the meantime, will Georgia’s pub- 
lic and private colleges be able to meet 
the needs of business and industry for 
more and more trained people in all 
fields? Will higher education fail to meet 
the people’s needs and those of the state? 


That is the question which educators, — 


business and industrial leaders themselves 
must face. 

Over the long pull, further decen- 
tralization of higher education for those 
who have no desire or need for uni- 
versity degree training is winning sup- 
port. More junior colleges in larger popu- 
lation centers offering vocational and 
professional training needed in the state’s 
economic development seem inevitable if 
such schools as the university at Athens 
are to maintain quality of training for 
leadership and higher skills. 

But regardless of the long pull, young 
Georgians desirous of a college education 
are going to find it much more difficult 
to enter the school of their choice for the 
next few years.

Solution Seems Nearer 
In Egypt-lsrael Dispute 


Events in the Middle East are moving 
rapidly toward the decisive stage. 

There is hope that negotiations with. 
Israel will lead to early withdrawal of 
Israeli troops from the Gaza strip and the 
Gulf of Aqaba without the drastic use 
of sanctions. 

British Prime Minister Harold Mac- 
millan has joined President Eisenhower 
in demanding withdrawal of Israeli 
troops while rejecting sanctions. He thus 
puts Britain closer to American policy 
im the area, although it is difficult to 
guess sometimes what that policy is. He 
is right in saying the disputed areas are 
United Nations responsibilities. 

In another significant development, 
four Arab chiefs of state are meeting in 
Cairo to hear King Ibn Saud of Arabia 
give the inside on his talks with Pres- 
ident Eisenhower. This may have some 
bearing on a settlement of the Egypt- 
Israel dispute. 

To insure a peaceful settlement, both 
nations must accept U.N. mediation and 
U.N. security forces in Gaza and the gulf 
region. Once this is accomplished, the 
Eisenhower Doctrine could be given a 
chance to work. : 

The chances of U.N. sanctions against 
Israel have receded and the possibilities 
of a settlement begin to look brighter.
